; truck gate, to reinforce 21 state 
patrolmen who had been holding 
the convicts at bay with a criss- 
cross shotgun barrage down the 
corridors of four battered cell 
blocks. 

The guardsmen carried M-1 
rifles with fixed bayonets, Brown- 
ing automatic rifles, 30-caliber 
machine guns and machine pis- 
tols, and wore steel helmets.

:, It was the first time the 
guardsmen, who had been stand- 
ing by outside the prison since 
Friday night, actually entered 
the penitentiary. 

The guardsmen moved inside as 
rumors spread that some of the 
‘prisoners would be loaded in box- 
cars and taken to the Joliet (IIl.)

ARMY ISSUES DRAFT 
CALL FOR 48,000 
MEN IN JANUARY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
The Army today issued a draft 
call for 48,000 men in January. 

It is the highest monthly call 
since last January, when 59,650 
men were inducted through Se- 
lective Service. % 

The new call brings to 1,202,- 
430 the total number drafted, or 
‘earmarked ‘for induction, since 
Selective Service was resumed in 


September, 1950.

Vice President Alben Barkley,

Speaking informally in a 30- 
minute nation-wide telecast orig- 
inating at Post-Dispatch Station 
KSD-TV, Barkley contrasted Eis- 
enhower’s attitude on Korea with 
that of Gov. Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois, the Democratic nominee, 

Barkley said he was glad to 
say Stevenson “has not stooped to 
the despicable expedient of try- 
ing to play on the hopes, sym- 
pathies and heartaches of the 
American people in order to get 
votes.” 

The Vice President, who ap- 
peared in the telecast with Mrs. 
Barkley, a former St. Louisan, 
suggested that Russia might: have 
forced a breaking-off of Korean 
peace negotiations in order that 
increased casualty lists, in the 
final days before the election, 
might bring promise of. an Ameri- 
can withdrawal. 

- He recalled that he and Mrs. 
Barkley visited the Korean front 
late last year, at which time, he 
said, the courage and understand- 
ing of the fighting men “gave us 
a higher morale than -we im- 
parted to them.”

Also, such a visit by a military 
President or President-elect could 
well create serious alarm among 
both our friends and enemies that 
that visit fortold an, enlargement 
of the war in an effort to bring 
it to a speedy conclusion. 

Also, it must be remembered 
that our soldiers are fighting in 
Korea as a part of the United 
Nations forces. I should think 
that before such a trip in such 
a capacity, with the ostensible 
purpose of ending the war some- 
how was undertaken, the other 
nations involved should be con- 
sulted. 

In the discussion of the Korean 
war which has been injected, un- 
fortunately, in this political cam- 
paign, I fear the nature of the 
question that prevents final agree- 


ly obscured.

we should, by force, send home 
50,000 prisoners to almost cer- 
tain death. Those prisoners 
have all stated that they would 
gather kill themselves than re- 
turn to their Communist home- 
lands. Many of them surren- 
dered in response te our own 
appeals. 

They surrendered because, in 
their eyes, the United States 
stood for freedom. So far, we 
have stood for freedom—and this 
is our greatest asset in the strug- 
gle against Communism. To,re- 
treat from our position now and 
surrender these persons, as some 
of the General’s supporters pro- 
pose, would be to lose our moral 
leadership. To lose that is to lose 
everything. 

It seems to me, therefore, that 
while we are building up our 
strength in Korea, we must con- 
tinue to seek a formula for 
settling this one remaining issue 
by, negotiation without compro- 
mising our national honor and 
our friends. We must use all our 
ingenuity .and flexibility to ex- 
plore one avenue of approach 
after another‘ until we discover 
the avenue that leads us to a 
peaceful and honorable _ settle- 
ment. We must never conclude 
that with ingenuity and flexibility 
we cannot find a peaceful and 
honorable settlement without total 
war, 

Confident of Solution. 

I have followed closely the 
armistice negotiation at Panmun- 
jom as well as the debates in the 
United Nations Assembly. I am 
confident that with firmness and 
imagination we can find a solu- 
tion as we have in our other tests 
with the Communists, but we wifl 
never find an honorable, satisfac- 
tory solution by weakness, impa- 
tience or surrender, however it 
jis disguised. 

Using the good offices of neu- 
tral states to rescreen and re- 
settle the prisoners are possibili- 
ties that have not been exhausted. 
The important thing to remember 
is that a third world war must

MONTREAL, Nov. 3. (AP)—A 
Montreal newspaper editor, just 
returned from Communist China, 
reported. today he found an un- 
dercurrent of Chinese resentment 
against the Russians and said re- 
lations between the two Red allies 
could blow up. 

“There certainly is friction and 
the Chinese have no inferiority 
complex about the Russians,” said 


Gerard Filion, editor of the daily, 


Le Devoir. He added: “The Chi- 
nese feel they are more civilized 
and that the Russians are bar- 


The ‘editor left Montreal in 
September to attend the Com- 
munist peace meeting in Peiping 
in October. Before returning he 

also visited Moscow and Prague. 

He said a Canadian sponsoring 
committee had invited him to the 
Peiping meeting—“I suppose be- 
eause Le Devoir had criticized 
Canada’s war participation in the 
Korean war, but I went along just 
as an observer, nothing more.” 

Atrocity Claims ‘Odd.’ 

Filion said he planned a series | 
of articles discussing Chinese | 
“documentation” of 30 atrocity 
accusations against American 
,troops in Korea. He said he 
would emphasize that each case 
rests on the evidence of a single 
purported witness, something he 

, termed “odd, when their docu- 
ments. claim 300 victims in an 
atrocity case.” 

Filion reported Russia “seems 
to be 50 years behind the Western 
world and China a century behind 
us.’ 

“They have the shivers,” he 
continued. “United States air-

them.”

South Korean divisions were 
withdrawn from the lines one at 
a time and put through a rigid 
training course.

From now on, organization of 
fresh Korean divisions can go 
forward at increased tempo.

Estimates on Korean Army. 
The more hopeful experts who

All 
agree that it will be from five to 
10 years before Koreans can han- 
dle the more technical military 
specialties.

The fifth and final report of the Chelf sub- 
committee is a severe rebuke to those féderal 
prosecutors who have widely adopted the prac- 
tice of guiding the decisions of grand juries 
instead of helping the jurors to come to their 
own independent conclusions. As an illustra- 
tion, the subcommittee cited the connection of 
Ellis N. Slack, formerly in charge of tax prosecu- 
tions, with the St. Louis grand jury which in- 
dicted Collector James P. Finnegan.

Several of our readers in places as far from 
St. Louis as Williamstown, Mass., have sent us 
an eight-page pamphlet entitled “The Case for 
Ike,” issued by the Citizens for Eisenhower 
Committee, New York.

Nineteen artists, designers and 
craftsmen who teach at the 
People’s Art Center opened an 
exhibition of 50 samples of their 
own work yesterday with a recep- 
tion at the center, 3657 Grande! 
Square. This is the annual staff 
show, most important of the cen- 
ter’s season. Six other art dis- 
plays open here this week. 

The democratic spirit of the 
center, a Community Chest 
agency, where persons of diverse 
races, religions, ages and nation- 
alities learn to express them- 
selves in many art forms, is re- 
flected with unusual fidelity in 
this year’s exhibition, which will 
last a month. 

Dwight Dillon, program direc- 
tor of the center and its only 
full-time: teacher, has effectively 
arranged the varied collection. 
Included are contributions of his 
18 part-time instructors drawn 
from several educational institu- ' 
tions and industrial concerns of 
the St. Louis area. 

Sculptor Rudolph Torrini, Ful- 
bright fellowship winner who is 
the new Webster College art de- 
partment head, is represented by 
“The Entombment,” a compact, 
truly sculptural blend of medie- 
val and modern idioms. 

The Old and the New.. 
Similar in effect is “The Old 
World and the New,” by Mag- 
thilde van der Haagen, a Linden- 
wood. College student from The 
Hague. This is a well composed 
photograph of part of the George 
Washington bridge over the Hud- 
son river as seen through a 
Gothic window in the Cloisters, 
New York. Miss Van der Haagen’s 
“Closed Mondays,” a drawing, is 
like the photo in economy of 
means. 

Of several Washington Univer- 
sity School of Fine Arts students 


who help teach at the center, 
Cynthia Bloom seems particularly 
adept and mature in different 
styles. “Bill,” an oil portrait in 
vibrating tones, has solidity of 
construction. “Bottles” manages 
transparent.surfaces and volumes 
with -sensitivity. “Outcast” is an 
abstract experiment in the tra- 
dition of William Stanley Hay- 
ter’s “Victim” at the City Art 
Museum, !

That_was such outspoken appre- 
ciation we all felt we were living 
in a fairy tale. And your adult 
audiences are gracious and re- 
sponsive. 
“In each concert we present a 
symphony or other major work by 
Carl Nielsen, Denmark’s contem- 
porary composer who too long 
has been overshadowed by Fin- 
land’s Sibelius. 
“Responses to Nielsen’s work 


since we practically introduced it 
to the international musical world 
at the Edinburgh festival three 
years ago.

“This makes me wonder if there 
ever was a stronger demand for 
the primacy of the Pope,” Bishop 
Sheen said. “For the devil knows 
that if you decapitate an organism 
the body will squirm for awhile, 
but will soon die.” 

He urged Ameriean Catholics to 
give generously to mission funds 
of the church. He said there are 
“three spiritual virtues” in Cath- 
olic giving to mission—*“zeal, sac- 
rifice, and sympathy.”

Big Vote in California. 


A report has come to Eisen- 
hower headquarters from sources 
with grassroots political knowl- 
edge that the write-in vote for 
MacArthur in California may be 
as high as 75,000 to 125,000. Eis- 
enhower strategists frankly admit 
that if it approaches anything like 
that figure, the Republicans will 
lose the state. 

Senator William Knowland 
made a plea to Eisenhower to fly 
to California for a last-minute 
speech. He urged that this was 
vital to convince wavering voters 
in a contest so close it could be 
decided by a few thousand votes. 
But Ike, who has covered so many 
weary thousands of miles, replied 
that he was too tired and that 
he simply could not do it, 

Certain of Ike’s managers have 
all along been dubious of a high- 
ly publicized MacArthur meeting. 
What, they have asked, would be 
the consequence if such a meet- 
ing were, in the last days of the 
campaign, to result in Gerald L. 
K. Smith, MacArthur’s chief advo- 
cate in southern California, also 
coming out publicly for Eisen- 
hower?

Traffic Accidents 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


RAFFIC accidents are an increasingly prevalent cause 

of death. Would you. khow what to do if YOU had a 

serious traffic accident? 

Every moment counts. Confusion surrounds you. The 
emotional tumult of the accident itself thoroughly upsets you, 
assuming you are among the conscious. Without a planned 
course of action, you will waste precious minutes. You may 
actually further hurt the injured in your frantic desire to help. 

x *k* * 

HERE ARE NINE things to memorize so that you won't be 
caught short in an accident: ' 

1. Do NOT move the injured unless it is necessary to reach 
badly bleeding points or to restore breathing. 

2. Do NOT take a bracer drink yourself or give liquor to 
the injured after the accident. It might increase shock. It 
might indict you falsely as a drunken driver, 

3. Apply pressure over bleeding points to stop bleeding. 
Don’t use a tourniquet. Tourniquets usually are not necessary. 
Improperly applied, they increase bleeding or damage nerves. 
Only when an upper or lower extremity has bean cut off or 
very deeply cut should a first-aid tourniquet be used. Then 
use a belt tightened around the extremity above the wound 
until bleeding stops. Since it needs to be loosened only once 
an hour, you won’t need to worry about that. 

4. Summon a doctor, hospital ambulance or police ambu- 
lance immediately, while the bleeding is being shut off. : 

5. Call the police. They can hasten aid, clear the street, 
protect you against false charges. Notifying police is usually 
legally compulsory to avoid hit-and-run charges. 

6. Write down names and addresses of those in the other 
ear, the license number, and the names of all possible wit- 
‘nesses; This last may save you thousands of dollars in the 
event of lawsuit. 

7. Insist that broken legs or arms be properly splinted be- 
fore the injured are moved into the ambulance or another car. 
Such splints apply a pulling force away from the body. This 
prevents the sharp broken bone ends from mauling and further 
injuring tendons, nerves, arteries and muscles. 

8. Notify your insurance agent immediately. He will want 
to know the time of the accident and where it occurred, in 
addition to the above information. 

9. Make no statements as to your blame and do not sign 
any papers at the scehe of the accident. Although you might 
think it was your fault, actually it may not have been. State- 
ments, -especially signed ones, are very damaging in later 
claims or lawsuits. :

Monday, 22 May, 1944. 
Dear Kitty: 
O our great horror and regret 
T we hear that the attitude of a 
great many people towards us 
Jews has changed. We hear that 
there is anti-Semitism now in cir- 
cles that never thought of it be- 
fore. This news has affected us 
all very, very deeply. The cause 
of this hatred of the Jews is un- 
derstandable, even human some- 
times, but not good. The Chris- 


tians blame the Jews for giving 
secrets away to the Germans, for 
betraying their helpers and for 
the fact that, through the Jews, a 
great many Christians have gone 
the way of so many others’ before 
them, and. suffered terrible pun- 
ishments and a dreadful fate. 


This is all true, but one must 
always look at these things from 
both sides. Would Christians be- 
have differently in our place? The 
Germans have a means of making 
people talk. Can a person, en- 
tirely at their mercy, whether 
Jew or Christian, always remain 
silent? Everyone knows that is 
practically impossible. Why, then, 
should people demand the impos- 
sible of the Jews? 


One naturally wonders why we 
are carrying on with this long 
and difficult war. We always hear 
that we’re fighting together for 
freedom, truth, and right! Is 
discord going to show itself while 
we are still fighting, is the Jew 
once again worth less than an- 
other? Oh, it is sad; very sad, 
that once more, for the ump- 
teenth time, the old‘truth is.con- 
firmed: “What one Christian does 
is his own responsibility, -what 
one Jew does is thrown back at 
all Jews.” - 


Quite honestly, I can’t under- 
stand that the Dutch, who. are 
such a good, honest, upright. peo- 
ple, should judge us like this, we, 
the most oppressed, the unhap- 
piest, perhaps the most pitiful of 
all peoples of the whole world. 


I hope one thing only, and that 
is that this hatred of the Jews 
will be a passing thing, that the 
Dutch will show what they are 
after all, and that they will never 
totter and lose their sense of 
right. For anti-Semitism is un-
